The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 
Claim 57: 

In claim 57, line 4, change "lest" to -least--. 

2. Claims 1, 6, 34, 54, 56, and 57 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, the JPO machine translation for JP 1 1-67214 A does not 
disclose, teach, or suggest the distinguishing feature that the binder in the first-electrode layer 
comprises an ion-conducting polymer since polyvinylidene fluoride per se is not an ion- 
conducting polymer.
